The Superintending School Committee respectfully submits 
the following report of the schools for the year ending March 
12th, 1872. 

Districr No. 1. Summer Term only. Abbie Floretta 
Cobb. The District is without a school-house, and every 
teacher labors under disadvantages. This was Miss Cobb’s 
first attempt, and was successful. 

Dist. 2. Primary Department, summer, Fall and Win- 
ter Terms. Mrs. Jennie W. Gates, who labored faithfully, 
and improved upon her own methods. 

Second Department. Summer and Fall Terms. Miss 
Emma N. Miller, who seemed to manage and teach well. 
Winter Term. Miss Kate I’. Tracey. Teacher energetic, 
but lacking somewhat in a thorough knowledge of principles ;

We are inclined, on the whole, to give the schools of the 
town a higher rank than in former years. ‘There has been a 
manifest improvement in the methods of instruction, on the 
part of teachers. Too many teachers are just as good at the 
beginning as they are after years of experience. But the 
true teacher falls into no grooves, but gathers something new 
and better from the methods of others, and, as well, devises 
something for himself. 

The law compelling attendance has had a good effect. 
Many scholars have been in the schools who would not have 
been there but for the law. | With such institutions as ours, 
compelled intelligence, if it will be gained in no other way, 
is certainly wise. Not only the individual, but the neighbor- 


hood, and the State, suffer by the ignorance of a single 


person. 

An inspection of the table accompanying this report, will, 
we think, convince anyone that something ought to be done 
to unite some of the Districts. The scholars are too few in 
numbers to be profited, for there is surely something of stim-

ulus in the contact of different minds with each other. — 


Moreover, by a union of Districts, much better advantages 


could be given the scholars in the length of schools. We. 


know that there are difficulties in the way of much conden- 
sation in our Districts ; still we think they are not insupera- 
ble. We have no specific plans to recommend, but think 
this much should be done, namely, a committee appointed, 
whose duty it shall be to give the matter careful attention 
and devise some way of uniting the Districts. 

The law requires Prudential Committees to notify the Su- 
perintending Committee of the opening and close of each 


term. In many instances this duty was neglected the past 


year, Schools began and closed without any notice whatever. 
Disrricrs 13, 4, 5 and 1 need new houses; 12 and14 & 
15 must provide more room for scholars,
